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INTRODUCTION 





Obituaries, when properly written, always contain considerable in- 
formation of a genealogical and historical nature. Usually the dates 
of birth, marriage and death of the deceased is to be found in his or her 
obituary, and in addition to that the names, addresses and relationship 
of most of the surviving relatives is given. Taken all in all such in- 
mann is distinetly worthwhile and should be preserved for the 

uture, 


In the past only a part of the genealogical and local historical data 
that has been printed has been preserved by the people in the various 
communities covered by this work; thus the information in this and 
Succeeding volumes should materially add to what has already been 
made available to the general public, and in addition will preserve Tor 
the friends and relatives of those deceased ones the obituary notices 
appearing in the press at the time such deaths occurred, 


This will be known as the “SECOND SERIES” of this work, al- 
though it will be published prior to the “FIRST SERIES.” The neces- 
sity for this manner of handling the work was brought about from the 
fact that the idea for the publication of such a series of books, originat- 
ed with the compiler some time during the month of November, 1951. 
Immediately the type used in the obituary columns of The Clarksburg 
Exponent and The Clarksburg Telegram was ordered held each day to 

e used in this work. Such type matter could not be held indefinitely 
but as it accumulated it had to be made up inte pages and printed, and 
thus it had to be designated as the “SECOND SERIES” because the 
compiler plans to secure and publish in the same form all the obituary 
Matter that may be had, beginning with the earliest obituaries that 
Were printed in the newspapers of this region and continuing it alonj 
to the date the “SECOND SERIES” of this work begins. Naturally 
it should be known and designated as the “FIRST SERIES.” 


The two daily newspapers above mentioned endeavor to secure and 
publish an obituary notice for every individual whose death occurs in 
the territory which their circulation covers; and in many instances 
obituaries are published of individuals who resided in other sections of 
the state or nation, because of such individuals having relatives residing 
in the territory covered by these two newspapers, However, in more 
remote sections of such territory, news is not so readily secured and if 
obtained may not always be as accurate and complete as it should be; 
or in some instances may not be secured until the time has expired in 
which a daily paper could consistently publish such material, In order 
to overcome this the obituaries appearing in the weekly papers pub- 
lished in the territory covered herein, are clipped and compared with 
those appeuring in the two dailies above mentioned. If it was found 
that they contained information not covered in the others or had not 
been published at all, they were re-set in type and used in this work, 
Siving proper credit to the newspaper from which taken, although to do 
this required no little additional expense. 


That errors will appear in these obituaries the compiler will freely 
admit, because the time allowed to gather the material and write an 
obituary notice to be published in a daily newspaper is so limited that 
it does not admit of being re-checked. For such reasons errors will 
naturally ereep in, but wherever they have been found during the print- 
ing of the work they have been corrected. In the main the information 
will be found correct. 


It will be noticed that over some of these obituaries the name of a 
newspaper and a date will appear, while others do not earry such addi- 
tional matter. The name of the newspaper denotes that the obituary 
came from that particular newspaper, and the date indicated the date 
of the newspaper in which it was published, All obituary notices fol- 
lowing such designation and up to the next like designation indicates 
that all these particular obituaries were published in the same newspa- 
per and on the same date. 


The material herein covers the counties of Barbour, Braxton, Cal- 
houn, Doddridge, Gilmer, Harrison, Lewis, Nicholas, Pocahontas, Pres- 
ton, Randolph, Ritchie, Taylor, Tucker, Tyler, Upshur, Webster and 
parts of Marion, Wetzel and Wirt. 


. The compiler having had occasion to examine many family Bibles 
noticed that almost invariably obituary notices of their friends and rela- 
tives that had been published in newspapers had been clipped and 
Placed or pasted in the family Bible along with the family records. 

1S Originated the idea that if people in general placed such great 
value on these obituary notices that there should be a demand for a 
book that would not only contain such notices about their friends and 
relatives, but of all the people in this whole section of the country. 

esides a book of this kind would make a most interesting and valuable 
addition to any home or public library. 


. ,These volumes will be printed in a uniform size of approximately 
Six hundred pages, the size of which will be six by nine inches, fully in- 
dexed, and each volume will be complete in itself. The continuation of 
the publication of such books will depend entirely upon whether or not 
the friends and relatives of those whose obituaries are contained herein 
will Support the undertaking by purchasing the books. If cost cannot 
be had from the sale of each edition, then the effort will have to cease.

Ran Away at 15 

The aged nomad was born Feb- 

ruary 4, groundhog day, 1841, at 
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Mount Morris, Pa,, a son of Bush- 
rod and Rachel Dean Focg. At the 
age of 18, he ran away from home, 
going to Pittsburgh, where he 
shipped as ronstabout on a large 
freight steamer plying between 
Pittsburgh and New Orleans. He 
later learned the mason’s trede and 
did stone ard brick work m and 
around Morgantown, 


Shortiy after he heeame 25 
years old, “Dr.” Fogg murried 
Mary Vance, a daughter of Joseph 
Vance, who owned the vid tall 
bridge across the Munoncahela 
viver at Morgantown. he says, now 
a free bridge, and had a farm of 
300 acres at Jimtown, near the 
Monongalia county seat, on which 
there was a large house. His bride 
was only 13 years old and they 
lived at the home of his gvand- 
father, George Morris, until she 
learned to cook, and then they 
went to housekeeping in that 
neighborhood.

WILLIAM A. JOHNSON 
We clip the article printed below 
from the Clarksburg Sunday Ex- 
ponent, 
We are wondering if any one of 
our readers know of him and to 
what Johnson family he belongs. 


Omaha, Neb. Dec. 26.—William 
Andrew Johnson, who was born in 
1831 in what is now Barbour coun- 
ty, West Virginia, has just cele- 
brated his one hundredth birthday 
at his home here in Omuna. John- 
son, Who is an ex-Confederate sol- 
dier, Saw some of the most stirring 
scenes of the early west, at one 
time sgving an entire command of 
troop% from an Indian attack. 

Johnson was a gunner in the 
Confederate army and fought at 
Bull Run and other battles, includ- 
ing Gettysburg. Following the lat- 
ter batlle he was captured and sent 
to Camp Chase in Ohio, from which 
he was paroled. after which he 
came west, In the fight at Bever- 
ly, Randolph county, West Vir- 
ginia, he wag weunded in the side 
and stili carries that bullet. 

Johnson dug gold in California 
and did lots of other things in the 
early days, but his big chance came 
at the battle of Mud Springs, Colo. 
He was a “mule skinner’ at that 
time, driving a freighter wagon 
with a detachment of soldiers which 
Was guarding emigrant trains into 
the new country. There were two 
companics of the soldiers. The sol- 
diers had two pieces of artillery. 
The Indians were yery much afraid 
of these small cannon, 


Takes Gunner's Place 


While in camp at Mud Springs, 
the soldiers were attacked by an 
overwhelming foree of Indians, 
Very early in the battle one of the 
funners was shot through and 
through by an Indian arrow. He 


was instantly killed. There was no 
one to take his place with the gun, 
which was left standing idle. The 
Indians, realizing that the cannon 
shots were reduced to one-half, re- 
doubled their attacks. 

“Skinners” were not supposed to 
take part in fights, but in a case 
like Mud Springs eyery man pres- 
ent had to fight to save sealps—his 
own as well as others. Johnson had 


his heavy revolver and fought 
alongside the rerulars. He saw the 
funner af ene of the cannon killed 


and knew theve was no one else in 
command to take the place of the 
dead man. 

The captain of the soldiers was 
directing hig men when Bill John- 
son, the mule skinner, stepped up 
and gave the proper military sa- 
lute. 

“Captain,” said Johnson, “I can 
handle that gun over there. May

“Who told you you could shoot a 
cannon?” gasped the captain, 

“Stonewall Jackson,” quietly re- 
plied Johnson. 

The officer didn't have time to 
argue ov ask questions. The gun 
was silent, Furthermore, it was 
needed badly right then. The In- 
diuns were preparing for a final 
charge which the captain feared 
would sweep completely over the 
little band of soldiers, 


Saves the Day 

“All right,” he called ta John- 
son. “Go ahead.” 

A few minutes Inter a cannon 
shot fell in the midst of the In- 
dians, In a minute or two another 
ball came along. The precision of 
the shots now coming over was so 
much better than those during the 
earlier part of the fight that the 
Indians became “shy.” Every ball 
ripped through with deadly effect. 
The soldiers took heart at the ef- 
fect on the Indians and renewed 
the fight with greater vigor, In 
the end the red men withdrew and 
the command was saved, 

Johnson went back to his mule 
skinning—and his cussin’, which 
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Was a necessary part of freight- 
ing. 

After the building of the Union 
Pacifie railroad and the ending of 
freighting davs in the west, John- 
- 80n came to Nebraska and settied 
down. That was in i880. He has 
lived in this state ever since.

and stockman. They moved to their 
beautiful country home on Jesses 
tun where they spevt the remain- 
der of their lives. 

Mrs. Cookman’s, father was a 
strong southern sympnthizer in the 
Civil War. In 1865 he was arrested 
by Union military authorities 
along With other prominent Lewis 
countians, and was taken to Camp 
Chase, a federal military prison 
near Columbus, Ohio, where he 
died a short time afterward. He 
wrs ill when arrested and was ecar- 
ried from his home on a cot. Her 
mother died about twenty-five 
years ago in Springfield Ohio, at 
the age of 94 years. 

Mrs. Cookman took an active 
part in the early social life in Wes- 
ton. She formed wide and. fast 
friendships, and was familiarly 
known by friends as well as rela- 
tives as “Aunt Bird.” Having lived 
in the eounty during Civil War 
days, she was often interviewed 
hy writers of history, and infurma- 
tien which she furished was invalu- 
able,

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LEE CROUCH 


Ill less than a day, Lee Crouch, 
banker, merchant, farmer and pub- 
lic official in the course of his long 
and eventinl life, one of the best 
known men in Randolph county, 
succumbed to an attack of double 
pneumonia at his home on Second 
street at 4:30 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon. Although ill earlier in 
the year with influenza, for the 
last month or so Mr. Crouch had 
been able to be at his desk and 
even as late as Monday afternoon 
talked to friends and neighbors In 
the bank of which he was presi- 
dent and on the street. He sank 
very rapidly after contracting 
pneumonia, however, and expired 
at the hour named. 

At the time of his death Mr. 
Crouch was president of the Elkins 
National Bank with which he had 
been connected for a_ period of 
more than a quarter of a century 
and'!was also a director of_ the 
Western Muarvland Railroad Com- 
pany, representing the Alien Pro- 
perty Custodion’s interest, 

The son of Abraham and Eliza- 
beth McNeal Crouch, Lee Crouch 
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was bern on July 13, 1858, near 
Bikwater in Kandolph county, 
where he spent his earlier days 
on the farm. His education was 
received in the county schools and 
under the direction of his mother, 
a native of Pocahontas county. 
His father was Andrew Crouch 
and the latter’s brother, Major 
John M. Crouch is said to have 
been the first white male child 
born in Rande!pnh county, 

Engaged in the business of farm- 
ing during his younger years, Mr. 
Creuch opened a store at Huttons- 
ville which he conducted for about 
two years. He was chosen as a 
deputy sheriff ander the late War- 
wick Hutton, and after serving 
four vears. he continued ag a de- 
puty under A. J. Long when the 
latter became sheriff. In 1896 his 
popularity won for him the elec- 
tion as clerk of the county court 
and in 1902 he was elected for an- 
other term of six years. Before 
the expiration of his second term 
however. the late Henry Gassaway 
Davis, then president of the Elk- 
ins National Bank offered Mr. 
Crouch the eashiership of the in- 
stitution, a position in which he 
served until the death of senator 
Davis when he became president 
of that institution. For the last 
five vears or more Mr. Crouch had 
served on the board of directors of 
the Western Maryland. In 1924 
Mr. Crouch completed a six-year 
term as president of the board of 
county commissioners, declining to 
become a candidate again at the 
expiration of his term, 

Mr. Crouch was a member of 
the Presbyterian church, of the 
Benevolent and Protective Order 
of Elks and of the Masonie Frat- 
ernity. 

In 1893 Mr. Crouch married 
Miss Sarah A. Wallace, daughter 
of John Wallace of near Staunton, 
Virginia, four children being born 
to that union.
